SELECTMEN’S REPORT. 


GENTLEMEN :—We will not attempt to give you an elab- 
orate report, but will endeavor, briefly, to give you the 
simple facts in relation to our doiugs through the year. 

As you are aware we have had considerable extra labor 
to perform during the last year in relation to the new in- 
ventory law, &c. We have paid one of the $3000 notes 
which was due Sarah E. Griffin, at 6 per cent interest. 
which became due January 25th 1880, and have money in 
the Treasury to pay the other $3000 note at 6 per cent 
due the same person, which becomes payable March 5th 
1880; and when the last note is paid, there will be no 
notes against the town bearing a higher rate of interest. 
than 4 per cent, and some six hundred dollars with inter- 
est at 3 per cent, annually. 

And gentlemen, you may ask the question, why we let 
over $3000 remain in the treasury at this time. In 
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answer, we would say that it is to pay the $8000 note, 
which becomes due in four days. 

We have not kept much money in the treasury through 
the year, and as soon as we have had money, have paid it 
out to stop interest. 

We supposed that the case with Kimball would be de- 
cided in favor of the town, because we were, and still are, 
of the opinion that his property was not valued too high, 
in proportion to other property, and because the evidence 
plainly showed to unbiased minds, who heard the trial, 
excepting the REFEREES, who decided adversely to the 
town, and cut down Kimball’s valuation $40, which, as 
we think, UNJUST DECISION, threw the whole cost on to 
the town, 

We would further say, that in our opinion, it would be 
for the interest of the town to authorize the disposal of real 
estate, for which the town holds collector’s deeds, and for 
which the town has to pay the taxes, and does not receive 
any benefit. 

And, Gentlemen, in relation to such a large list of taxes 
which have been abated, we think it is more for the inter- 
est of the town to abate all taxes which cannot be recorded 
as available means. 

And, gentlemen, according to our best judgement, we 
have acted faithfully and impartially in the performance of 
our duties and for your best interest.
